UNIVERSITY EXPANSION. 


BRITISH MINISTER ON 
POST-WAR PROBLEMS. 


Mr. Fisher, Minister of Educa- 
tion, addressing the British 
Association at Cardiff on “ The 
pniversities ir a national syste 
of education,” reviewed the pre- 
sent position of the universities, 
the functions they had to perform, 
and the obstacles which must be 
overcome. 


The need of higher learning. be 
said, was never more real than 
to-day. and he invited’ considera- 
tion of the influences which un- 
ivorsities exercised in promoting 
a ‘spirit of liberal inquiry as 
opposed to the vigid and exclus- 
sive system of dogma, whicb cen- 
turies ego was the product of in- 
tolerant clericalism, and was aow 
in modern democratic societies 
preached by revolutionary or 
class-conscious sects. One of the 
effects of the war had been greatly 
to strengthen the spirit of equality 
among different classes. 4 reason 
why Parliament, with the consent 
of the country during the war, 
voted large additional sums for 
the promotion of nationsl educa- 
tion was the feeling that the com- 
munity of knowledgewas the on- 
ly form of communism to .whicb 
no objection could be taken. 


Vit were the cardinal require- 
ments of modern civilisation that 
crreers shonid be open to all 
talent, it followed that the univer- 
sities should play a much larger 
part in the life of the people than 
historical accideuts had assigned 
tothem. Fhe process of enlarge- 
ment wes going on. Families 
which had never dreamed of send- 
-ing representatives to the univer- 
sity were bow regarding 2 univer- 
sity career as well within the 
scope of their ambitions. Univer- 
sities had Jong ceased to limit 
_ fer activities 10 the education 

if: schoolmasters, lawyers, and 
clergymen... All these tendencies 
bad-greatly increased. as e result

These would be swollen by a 
further influx of students from 
beyond thaseas. In consequence 
of the dark shadow thrown by the 
war over the civilisation of 
Germany. they were coming bere 
instead of going to Vienna and 
Berlin. The American influx 
hed already begun, and if the 
telations of the great Republic of 
the West continued to be as good 
as we wished larger figures would 
be reached before many, seasons 
bad passed. As research depart- 
ments devsloped greater numbers 
of students from Canada, Aus- 
tralia, and South Africa would 
come. Another form of recrui!- 
ment would be provided in time 
by the Education Ac Act of 1918, and 
More particularly by the develop- 
ment of new secondary . grant- 
zided schools. " 


‘There was no ground for 
suspecting that these more 
democratic and cosmopolitan 
tendencies were hkely to weaken, 
but operations were seriously 
embarrassed by the ravages of 
war, and iniversities were ex- 
periencing grave financial 
diffcolties, It was hoped 
that private musificence would 
supplement moderate — State 
grants. Any tendency, said Mr. 
Fisher, against adventuricg into 
unexplored regions must be re- 
sisted as a most deadly peril. 
Research and discovery werr 
essential not only to the growtb 
but tothe maintenance of life and 
knowledge, but it was clear that 
to avoid wast we must avert un- 
neceasary: duplication of effort, 
Intellectual modesty, 
and open mind, the gift of seH- 
measurement end self-criticism.

AGAINST FEW UNIVERSITIES. 


He did not deny that great 
development in oniversity power 
was needed in this country, but 
it would be an ill day for British 
education if the couniry were 
covered with a large number of 
weak-degree giving institutions, 
ill-Fornished with teachers and 
equipment, and undercutting one 
another in the stancard of re- 
quirements for a comparatively 
worthless academic Inbel, He 
doubted whether much would be 
gained by tha erection of new 
universities. It wonld be a better 
policy to strengthen and perfect 
those in existence. A university 
should give. tv all falling within 
its range of induence the notion 
of learning as a ching wortb 
pursuing forits own sake, asa 
possession valuable to the polity 
itself and asone of the highest 
ends which presented themselves 
tothe efforts ang aspirations of 
mankind.
